W ith th e nom ination at a few min­ 
u tes before 6 o’clock 'S atu rday m orn­ 
ing of Ju dge Alton Brooks P arker of 
New York as presiden t, th e convention 
adjou rn ed u ntil 2 p. m„ wh en it was 
expected th e n om in ation of a vice pres­ 
iden t wou ld be speedily accomplish ed. 
At th at h ou r, h owever, it becam e ru ­ 
mored th at a m essage h ad been re­ 
ceived from Ju dge Parker, th e presi­ 
den tial nominee, qu estion in g th e con- 
ve ition ’s action in leavin g ou t of th e 
platform a money plank, and In tim at­ 
ing th at with ou t some satisfactory ex­ 
plan ation of th e situ ation h e wou ld 
feel it h is du ty to decline th e nom ina­ 
tion. 
In order to cloar u p th e very 
delicate situ ation th u s presen ted th e 
leaders secu red an adjou rn m en t u ntil 
6 o'clock. 
Th e telegram from Ju dge P arker fol­ 
low s: 
"I regard th e gold stan dard as 
finally 
and 
irrevocably 
establish ed, 
and I sh all act accordingly if th e ac­ 
tion of th e convention today Is ratified 
by th e people. 
Inasm u ch as th e plat­ 
form is silen t on th e su bject, I deem 
it n ecessary to try to m ake th is com­ 
m u n ication to th e convention for its 
con sideration , as I sh ou ld feel it my 
du ty to decline th e nom ination with ou t 
th at u n derstan din g.” 
At 5 o’clock th e convention reas­ 
sembled and th e following nam es of 
"favorite son s” for th e vice presiden ­ 
tial nom ination were presen ted: J. R. 
W illiam s of Illinois; George E. T u r­ 
n er of W ash in gton ; H enry G. Davis 
of W est Virginia; W illiam A. H arris 
of Kansas. 
Th e disqu ietin g ru m or concern in g 
Ju dge P arker’s attitu de th en became 
cu rren t and following th e n om inations 
th e convention took n recess u n til 8 
o’clock. 
W h en it reconvened C h air­ 
man Clark annou nced th at a grave 
m atter h ad presen ted itself to th e con­ 
sideration of th e convention, and Joh n 
Sh arp W illiam s was introdu ced. 
He 
read th e m essage from Ju dge Parker 
and brou gh t th e m atter sh arply to a 
focu s by readin g th e following tele­ 
gram, wh ich it was proposed sh ou ld be 
dispatch ed at once in an sw er to Ju dge 
P arker’s u nequ ivocal statem en t of h is 
position: 
“Th e platform adopted by th is con­ 
vention is silen t on th e qu estion of 
m on etary stan dard becau se it is not 
regarded by u s as a possible issu e in 
th is cam paign. 
As only live issu es 
are tou ch ed 
u pon In th e platform , 
th ere Is n oth in g in it to preclu de you 
from acceptin g th e n om in ation .” 
Th is precipitated a debate wh ich 
kept u p for h ou rs. 
It was led by Mr. 
Bryan for th e “radicals,” h e m ain tain ­ 
ing th at th e form al adoption of su ch 
a reply wou ld be equ ivalen t to th e in ­ 
trodu ction of a gold plank in th e plat­ 
form, and th e discu ssion waged h ot 
and fu riou s. 
Finally, wh en th e qu es­ 
tion was pu t to a vote th e letter to 
Ju dge P arker was adopted by a vote of 
774 to 191. 
A roar of applau se fol­ 
lowed.

The 
flagman of the special signalled the 
engineer of the incoming train, b ut 
owing to a curv e in the road, his flag 
was not seen until it was too late. It 
!s claimed (hat tke engineer of the 
regular train had slowed down to 
ab out ten miles an hour b efore he 
crashed into the special, b ut his en­ 
gine tore through the rear car the 
greater part of its length and drov e 
the forward end of that car into the 
car ahead.
